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The Nevada Department of Corrections (NDOC) reports that on Tuesday, November 14, 

2017, at approximately 4:00 PM, Inmate Demetrious Stewart, #94674, died at Renown 

Regional Medical Center located in Reno, Nevada.  Prior to being transported to Renown, 

Inmate Stewart was housed at Lovelock Correctional Center in Lovelock, Nevada.  Stewart, a 

48 year old male, was committed from Clark County on January 4, 2007, and was serving a 

sentence of 240 months to Life for Sexual Assault Victim under 16 with two consecutive 

sentences pending for Sexual Assault Victim under 16 and 240 months to Life and a 2-20 

years for Lewdness with a Minor.  The Washoe County Medical Examiner’s Office 

responded. An autopsy will be scheduled per NRS 209.3815. Next of kin have been notified.  
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
